The Tailored Tree Nursery was founded in 1950 with the knowl- 
edge that there is no one species or variety of tree that can serve 
every use for which trees are needed. 


This concept applies not only to street use, but equally to home 
and landscape use. There have been many novelties brought out in 
past years for which many wild claims of all-purpose function has 
been made. On the basis of our many years of practical experience 
and intense study of the mistakes that have been made through the 
Promiscuous use of widely ballyhooed trees we know this to be a 
serious and costly disservice both to municipalities and home owners. 


Consequently, the purpose in establishing the Tailored Tree 
Nursery was to produce trees that would fit any planting site. No one 
tree, no matter how admirable may be one or two of its qualities, 
can be functional in every site. The tree planter must have available 
many “‘tools’’ with which to do his job economically and aesthetically. 
He must evaluate the space in which a tree is to be used, then he 
must be able to select one that will do the job with the least amount of 
conflict to its surroundings. If the tree fulfills these basic require- 
ments it will be both beautiful and desirable. 


To this end we have undertaken the growing of many hitherto 
unavailable but highly desirable species, and the development of a 
number of special selections. To use trees intelligently the tree 
planter needs trees of many forms and characteristics. Needed are 
large and small globeheads, pyramids, columns, fastigiates, flower- 
ing, loose, open and tight forms—and if he is doing street planting 
probably less than one per cent of the trees he should use will be 
species that attain heights of over 40 feet. This is an irrefutable fact 
proved by the many such costly mistakes now existing on streets, and 
in yards, in every city and town from coast to coast. 


Five years is a mighty short time in which to attain the goal we 
have set—we haven’t yet, but we feel we have made a good start. In 
addition to the species and selections described in this catalog we 
have several dozen additional useful species coming along which we 
hope to be able to offer within the next few years. 


The demand for ‘trees that fit’’ has been tremendously gratify- 
ing and to date a bit beyond our ability to supply fully. A heavy 
growing program is under way which we hope will shortly come closer 
to filling the demand. In the meantime we wish to thank all of our 
faithful and respected ‘’Tailored Tree’’ users who have made it possi- 
ble for us to develop this badly needed source of functional trees.

this thorn always blooms on Christmas 
day. Another interesting story is to the effect that when visited by a mem- 
ber of the British Royal Family any Glastonbury Thorn will bloom. The 
one at the Washington Cathedral in Washington, D. C. (from which the 
scions for our trees were obtained) did bloom in 1919 when visited by the 
Prince of Wales and again in 1951 when visited by the present Queen. 
We are growing the Glastonbury as standards like our other thorns, and they 
will make wonderful street trees. It has nice foliage, white flowers and 
will go to about 20 Ft. A publicity story on the ‘Legend of the Glaston- 
bury Thorn” will be sent to all who wish to plant a street or more to this 
fascinating tree.
